Time flies... 

A Time Lord and a Dalek appeared 
in Leatherhead last weekend to 
celebrate a 40th anniversary. 

But rather than the much-antici¬ 
pated 50th anniversary Doctor Who 
episode this weekend, they were 
highlighting a pioneering charity 
which has transformed the lives of 
disabled youngsters for four decades. 

Meru was founded in 1973 by con¬ 
sultant orthopaedic surgeon Trefor 
Llewellyn-Bowen and William 
Bond, a senior lecturer in engineer¬ 
ing design, to fill the void in equip¬ 
ment for disabled children. 

Last April, Meru merged with 
Leatherhead-based charity Queen 
Elizabeth’s Foundation for Disabled 
People and the celebration was held 
at its HQ in Leatherhead. 

A spokesman said: “Because of 
the nature of how Daleks work, it 
has a similarity to the charity’s en¬ 
gineering so the Dalek has turned 
up many times to support Meru.” 


‘OUT OF TOUCH’ 

Gay MP blasts senior Tories after overturning vote 


After winning an overwhelming 
endorsement from party members 
this week Banstead’s MP has turned 
the tables on senior Tories in his 
constituency telling them to “con¬ 
sider their positions”. 

Eighty per cent of Conservative 
Party members who took part in a 
secret ballot backed the reselection 
of MP Crispin Blunt as parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Reigate and 
Banstead. 

The vote followed a decision by the 
majority of their executive council 
in September not to endorse him 
amid claims that him coming out as 
gay in 2010 was the “final straw” for 
some local senior Tories.

About 300 of the 450-odd members 
backed him in the ballot, with 
about 60 voting against. 

The high-profile campaign to 
reselect Mr Blunt was codenamed 
Operation Meteor, a reference to the 
meteor believed to have exterminat¬ 
ed the dinosaurs. 

Speaking after the result was an¬ 
nounced on Monday a jubilant Mr 
Blunt said some of the Reigate and 
Banstead Conservative Associa¬ 
tion’s executive should now “consid¬ 
er their positions” after being found 
to be so out of touch with the 


membership they purported to 
epresent. 

Mr Blunt said: “I’m delighted and 
I’m particularly delighted with the 
very emphatic vote of the Reigate 
members in such controversial 
circumstances. 

“They have, by a substantial ma¬ 
jority, overturned the judgement of 
the executive council.” 

During the campaign evidence 
emerged suggesting that the former 
Prisons Minister lost support when 
he came out as gay and separated 
from his wife of nearly 20 years in 
2010. 

Executive member Roger New- 
stead, in a letter to Mr Blunt’s 


supporter Dr Ben Mearns, said: 
“I do not know what motivated my 
executive colleagues, but I suspect 
that Crispin has been the author of 
his own misfortune. 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that his very public and totally un¬ 
necessary announcement that he 
was gay was the final straw for some 
members, particularly those in the 
north of the borough, with whom 
there had been a number of previous 
disagreements on policy matters. 

“A number of lady members were 
very offended by the manner in 
which his marriage broke up.”

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Surrey Downs clinical commissioning group’s chief officer Miles Freeman 
talks exclusively about the organisation’s plans for Epsom Hospital

Surrey Downs clinical com¬ 
missioning group (SDCCG) has 
said it is pressing ahead with 
plans to revolutionise primary 
care and integrated services at 
Epsom Hospital - despite the 
uncertainty which continues 
to hang over it. 

In an exclusive interview 
with the Epsom Guardian, 
Miles Freeman, chief officer of 
SDCCG, said that, although it 
was difficult to set out a vision 
for Epsom Hospital because it 
is still part of Epsom and St 
Helier Hospital Trust, the CCG 
wants to boost the area’s 
out-of-hospital provision while 
providing more integrated 
care on the Epsom hospital site 
itself. 

Mr Freeman said: “We’re 
looking for a system where 
there isn’t a strong dividing 
line between primary and com¬ 
munity care and hospital care 
- where clinicians can follow 
the patients at different points 
of their journey. 

“We haven’t got the right con¬ 
figuration of services, which 
means we are over-reliant on 
hospital care.” 

He said the number of “com¬ 
munity beds” on the Epsom 
hospital site should be in¬ 
creased - beds which have a 
“community ethos alongside 


proper full-blown acute beds”. 

These would support pa¬ 
tients almost ready to go home 
from hospital, with the empha¬ 
sis being on independence and 
rehabilitation. 

He believes more experi¬ 
enced consultants admitting 
patients to hospital and more 
proactive primary care - tar¬ 
geting elderly people with 
high-risk factors and chronic 
diseases - is also required. 

Mr Freeman said: “We’ve got 
a good deal of buy-in from the 
trust and they’re working with 
us to try to revolutionise care 
on the Epsom site.” 

Earlier this month, SDCCG 
walked out on the controver¬ 
sial Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) review recom¬ 
mending Epsom lose its acci¬ 
dent and emergency (A&E), 
children’s and maternity units, 
after its GPs overwhelming re¬ 
jected the proposals in a secret 
online ballot. 

Mr Freeman, who has 


worked in NHS commissioning 
since 2002, having previously 
worked as a residential social 
worker with young offenders, 
said the CCG recommended its 
GPs vote against the proposals 
because they were not right for 
the Surrey Downs population. 

He said: “The benefits of spe¬ 
cialisation has largely already 
been achieved at Epsom - 
major trauma is going to St 
George’s, emergency surgery 
is going to St Helier, but the ef¬ 
fects of the BSBV model would 
be no medical admissions 
would be going directly into 
Epsom, they would have to be 
pre-screened somewhere else 
first. 

“That meant that, given our 
population, and the much 
higher number of over-85s and 
over-75s, emergency elderly 
admissions we have compared 
to South West London, we 
wouldn’t really be able to deal 
with that population’s care 
effectively.

“Those in that population 
don’t need high-tech scanners, 
they are unlikely to have gun¬ 
shot wounds, they are rarely 
victims of stabbings - it’s a dif¬ 
ferent type of care that is 
required. 

“Once you move that group 
of people away from where 
their community services, so¬ 
cial services and support net¬ 
works are, it’s really, really 
hard to get them out of hospi¬ 
tal quickly.” 

Mr Freeman denied that 


“any kind of deal” was struck 
between SDCCG and BSBV in¬ 
volving the latter asking the 
CCG to withdraw from the 
process. 

He said SDCCG was planning 
to go ahead with its plans for 
Epsom Hospital, but if new 
BSBV recommendations to 
remove St Helier’s A&E, ma¬ 
ternity and children’s depart¬ 
ments were to go to public 
consultation, it would be look¬ 
ing to de-merge the hospitals. 

Mr Freeman said SDCCG 
would continue to have a voice 
within any discussions that 
take place between BSBV and 
St Helier and does not under¬ 
stand the “business case” for 
moving Epsom’s pioneering 
Elective Orthopaedic Centre 
(EOC) from the site - an option 
that was mooted before Epsom 
joined the BSBV review last 
year. 

He ended the interview by ac¬ 
knowledging that uncertainty 
around Epsom Hospital’s fu¬ 
ture remains. 

He said: “Some of the ser¬ 
vices at Epsom are relatively 
small and somewhat precari¬ 
ous and standards will change. 
The GPs didn’t vote for no 
change. 

“I anticipate over the next 
few years we will discussing 
what is the best mix of services 
on the Epsom site with the 
public.”

Mr Newstead said the letter 
was written in response to an 
allegation that the executive 
had acted in a homophobic 
way. 

He said the MP had cancelled 
local functions while “swan- 
ning around” during his time 
as a Prison Minister and had 
become embroiled in the ex¬ 
penses scandal. 

But he said: “It’s in the past. 
We now head to the future. The 
first objective is to get Crispin 
re-elected.” 

Rita Renton, chairman of the 
association, said: “We just have 
to move forward and all work 
together for the good of the 
party.” 

But Julian Ellacott, one of 
the deputy chairmen and Mr 
Blunt’s supporter, said: “Some¬ 
thing has gone badly wrong. 

“It’s down to individuals to 
work out whether they are best 
placed to take the association 
forward and represent mem¬ 
bers in the area.” 

Debate over the gay marriage 
bill, which Mr Blunt hailed as 
part of a “wonderful” change, 
highlighted divides in Conser¬ 
vative party earlier this year. 

The former army officer was 
elected as the MP for Reigate in 
1997, replacing Sir George 
Gardiner who had been dese¬ 
lected by the local Conserva¬ 
tive association.

Detective Constable Steph 
Worrell said a private func¬ 
tion was taking place at the 
pub at the time. 

D Con Worrell said: “Al¬ 
though we have already 
spoken to a number of wit¬ 
nesses I believe there are 


others who hold vital infor¬ 
mation, which they have 
not yet shared with us. 

“I would urge anyone who 
either witnessed the inci¬ 
dent, the events surround¬ 
ing it or who has their 
suspicions around someone 
they know, who may 
have returned home in the 


early hours with ripped 
clothing or injuries which 
they can’t account for to 
also contact officers with 
information.”

Epsom’s MP has assured 
residents that a new elec¬ 
tronic smartcard, the 
Key, will be introduced at 
Epsom station within the 
next few weeks, although 
the train company can¬ 
not yet confirm this. 

In an email to con¬ 
stituents Mr Grayling 
said: “I spoke to South¬ 


ern again and they have 
confirmed that our area 
will be one of the first to 
have the new system. 

“Initially the new 
smart cards will just con¬ 
tain season ticket infor¬ 
mation, but over the next 
few months they will be 
converted to be able to 
contain credits in the 


way an Oyster Card 
does. 

“By the middle of next 
year they expect the 
cards to be useable 
across the London trans¬ 
port system. 

“I am still working to 
get the Department for 
Transport to include 
Epsom in zone 6 at the 


next franchise renewal at 
the latest.” 

But a spokesman for 
Southern said it is still in 
talks with South West 
Trains, which will need 
to agree to the use of the 
Key on the fare routes it 
controls. 

He added: “Once we 
have agreement, as Mr 


Grayling has said, it 
should only take a few 
weeks - but we’re not 
quite there yet.” 

The spokesman added 
that Epsom station will 
be one of the first nation¬ 
al rail stations to have 
season tickets into Lon¬ 
don when the Key is 
introduced. 


Freelance musician ‘sickened’ 
as one-of-a-kind guitar stolen

A West End musician said 
he feels as if his arm has 
been cut off after his cus¬ 
tom-made, one-of-a-kind gui¬ 
tar was stolen. 

Jon Cooper, from Ewell, 
has worked as a freelance 
bass guitar player since 2007 
and has performed in West 
End musicals, such as Spa- 
malot and the Commit¬ 
ments, and toured around 
the world with hits includ¬ 
ing Hairspray in Singapore. 

The 29-year-old also plays 
for television star and singer 
John Barrowman. 

The guitar was stolen be¬ 
tween 5pm last Thursday, 
November 14, and 10am the 
next day, from the Lantern 
Arts Centre, in Tolverne 
Road, Raynes Park, where 
he had been rehearsing for a 
Kingston Christmas show. 

Mr Cooper said: “We fin¬ 
ished for the day, packed up 
and everyone left the build¬ 
ing with the assumption the 
room would be locked by the 
centre. But it clearly wasn’t, 
because when we came back 
and started rehearsals again 
the next morning, my in¬ 
strument had been stolen, 
along with some guitar ped¬ 
als, other accessories and 


my guitar case.” 

The total value of the 
stolen items is £3,500, but the 
guitarist said his loss goes 
beyond mere money. 

The guitar, made from 
Swamp Ash wood from 
Brazil and maple, is distinc¬ 
tive for its entirely natural 
wood finish, and was cus¬ 
tom-made for him eight 


years ago by a company 
called Overwater, which 
supplies instruments for 
West End musicians. 

He said the guitar is “the 
only one of its kind in the 
country” and has a small 
dent in the back. 

Mr Cooper said: “It’s not 
something you buy off the 
shelf so if anyone tried to 


sell it on eBay, I would know 
because it is very particular. 

“I have back-up instru¬ 
ments but feel like I’ve had 
my arm cut off. That guitar 
has been my life for the past 
eight years. I’m sickened to 
think it’s been stolen for the 
sake of it by somebody who 
doesn’t understand the in¬ 
strument’s importance and 


sentimental value.” 

Lantern Arts was ap¬ 
proached for its response to 
what happened but had not 
replied by the time this 
paper went to press.

Mr Wood said he suggested to 
the fireman that the lady could go 
upstairs and use the fire escape to 
get out. 

He said: “It’s a shame it hap¬ 
pened. I’m sure people will take 
account of this and make sure it 
does not happen again.”

Stab info cash 

A £1,000 reward is being offered for 
information about an incident in 
which a teenager was stabbed in 
Ewell. 

Eleven men, all in their teens or 
early 20s, have now been arrested in 
connection with the attack. 

The 15-year-old boy was stabbed 
during a fight between a large num¬ 
ber of youths, who are believed to 
know each other, in the Watersedge 
area of Ewell at 7.30pm on November 
11. The victim was taken to hospital 
for treatment to a number of stab 
wounds, but his condition was not life 
threatening. 

Seven of the men have been arrested 
for attempted murder, two on suspi¬ 
cion of perverting the course of jus¬ 
tice, one on suspicion of public order 
and one on suspicion of theft of a 
motor vehicle. 

They have all been released on po¬ 
lice bail until December 13, while the 
investigation continues. 

Crimestoppers is offering £1,000 for 
information that leads to the arrest 
and charge of at least one person in 
connection with this incident. Infor¬ 
mation passed to the police will not 
qualify. 

Detective Inspector Sean Kelly said: 
“Although the victim suffered serious 
injuries, thankfully they were not life 
threatening. This could have been a 
lot different - stab wounds can kill 
and those involved in this altercation 
need to be reminded of the dangers 
they are putting themselves and oth¬ 
ers in by carrying weapons.” 

Detectives investigating the incident 
have launched a website where people 
can upload footage of the incident to 
assist with the investigation at 
bitly. com/opsevern.

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Vicar defends rolls 
of honour removal

‘No trace 
of bravery’ 

A relative of a soldier 
killed at Ypres in World 
War I has called on the 
church to put the rolls of 
honour on display before 
the centenary of the 
outbreak of the war. 

Walter Maynard, a rela¬ 
tive of Sergeant William 
Maynard named on the 
scroll, has written to the 
church asking why the roll 
was removed. 

In his letter Mr Maynard, 
from Banstead, said: 
“There is therefore no trace 
of his bravery and dedica¬ 
tion to his country at this 
church. 

“I am very disappointed 
in this action and would 
like to know why this has 
happened, and by whom, as 
I believe it should now be 
reinstated in its original 
place. 

“My stepmother (Mrs 
Dorothy Maynard) who is 
still alive and my father 
were married at this 
church and he would be 
very upset that you have 
chosen to dishonour our 
family name. 

“Please advise me what 
you are going to do about 
it.” 

Sergeant Maynard, from 
the 1st Battalion Grenadier 
Guards, was killed during 
heavy fighting near Ypres, 
Belgium, in 1914, aged 35. 


A minister who removed the 
rolls of honour listing his 
church’s war dead has insisted 
they are “not something you 
would want to see in the 
church”. 

The Rev Michael Preston, 
vicar of St Barnabas in 
Temple Road, Epsom, since 
1986, said the rolls were

handed to the Surrey History 
Centre in Woking in the 1990s. 

Until now, members of the 
church have said they were 
unaware of there ever having 
been a memorial at the church 
to its war dead. But Mr 


Preston explained that the 
rolls were in a box and said 
there was no evidence they 
had ever been on display. 

Speaking of the World War I 
scroll he said: “It is a piece of 
paper about A3 in size. We do 
not really know what use it 
had in the church. I don’t 
think it was ever displayed. It 
was in a box of archive docu¬ 
ments going right back to the 
1920s.” 

He said the names in the 
World War I list were all on the 
Ashley Road memorial, with 
several duplicated on memori¬ 
als at Christ Church, St 
Mary’s, St Martin’s and the 
Methodist church. 

When World War I memori¬ 
als were drawn up, Mr Preston 
said the church did not yet 
have its own parish, vicar or 
church council, but was a 
“daughter” of Christ Church 
and part of its parish. 

Of the names, he said: “They 
were people who lived in the 
parish, but it was not quite 
clear what the connection to St 
Barnabas was. It is a damaged 
document and has got holes in 
it. It is not something you 
would want to see in the 
church.” 

But he said the rolls would 


be a good starting point to 
think about how best to mark 
the 100th anniversary of the 
outbreak of the First World 
War next year. On Remem¬ 
brance Sunday he asked the 
congregation: “How does this 
church want to mark that? 
What names are appropriate 
to be remembered in St 
Barnabas?” 

He said he planned to 
respond to a letter about the 
scrolls from local historian 
Clive Gilbert, dated August 5, 
but claimed it had arrived late 
because it had the wrong ad¬ 
dress and inadequate postage. 

Mr Gilbert, who said he took 
the address straight from the 
church’s website, said the 
Great War roll of honour had 
St Barnabas Epsom 
incorporated in its design. 

In response to the vicar, he 
said: “They may not have been 
on display during his tenure, 


but as they had quite obvious¬ 
ly been framed at one time, 
they must have been displayed 
at some point. 

“Rolls of honour were not 
made and then framed to not 
be displayed. 

“That the names are on 
other memorials is irrelevant. 
The congregations at the time 
wanted their men’s sacrifice to 
be known about. 

“Anyone entering the 
church should be aware of 
the sacrifices previous congre¬ 
gations made. 

“To remove them from the 
church is little more than a de¬ 
nial that the men who wor¬ 
shipped at the church fought 
and died, and is a rewriting of 
history.” 

Mr Gilbert said the rolls of 
honour did not have any holes 
in them. He said: “They are 
not in perfect condition, but 
are certainly not full of holes.”

Countryside campaigners are 
celebrating after a High Court 
judge ordered a council to pay 
their full legal costs for a 
judicial review over Cherkley 
Court. 

A developer has also been 
ordered to pay the campaign¬ 
ers’ costs for legal proceed¬ 
ings to secure injunctions to 
halt construction work there 
earlier this year.

The Cherkley Campaign 
brought the judicial review to 
stop developer Longshot 
Cherkley Court from building 
a golf course on highly pro¬ 
tected greenbelt land near 
Leatherhead. 

On Friday, Mr Justice Had- 
don-Cave, who quashed plan¬ 
ning permission granted by 
Mole Valley District Council, 
issued a statement that said: 
“The claimant not only won 
the case, but succeeded 
handsomely on the major 
grounds that formed the 
heart of its challenge to the 
defendant’s grant of planning 
permission.” 

Mr Justice Haddon-Cave re¬ 
jected a submission by the de¬ 
velopers’ lawyer that there 
was an “abuse of process” in 


March, when campaigners 
obtained an injunction to halt 
diggers damaging the land. 

He said: “The battlelines 
were drawn by the interested 
party from the outset - it 
made it clear that it was not 
prepared to stop work on the 
Cherkley development, ab¬ 
sent a court order.” 

Kristina Kenworthy, direc¬ 
tor at the Cherkley Campaign, 
said their costs for the judicial 
review had exceeded £50,000. 

Mrs Kenworthy said: “It is 
the kind of reasoned judge¬ 
ment that we expected from a 
judge of his calibre.” 

Longshot spokesman Nick 
Kilby said: “It is what it is. We 
have an appeal in and will re¬ 
view this judgement after that 
appeal has been dealt with.” 


Councillors clash 
over estate appeal

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Historic estate: Cherkley Court faces an uncertain future

A council has rejected a mo¬ 
tion to ditch a costly legal ap¬ 
peal over the future of a 
historic estate after a heated 
public debate. 

Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil’s appeal against a High 
Court decision over Cherkley 
Court could cost it a further 
£100,000 on top of the £130,000 
of taxpayers’ money already 
at risk. 

But, last week, 19 councillors 
voted against withdrawing the 
appeal, while 14 supported the 
motion submitted by the Mole 
Valley Liberal Democrats. 

The appeal, to be heard early 
next year, comes after a judi¬ 
cial review in which a High 
Court judge quashed planning 
permission to turn the estate, 
near Leatherhead, into a luxu¬ 
ry hotel and golf course. 

Leader of the opposition, 
Liberal Democrat Councillor 
David Preedy, who proposed 
the motion, said: “This is a 
double or quits argument 
from a financial point of view. 
Heads you win, tails you lose, 
£100,000 either way. 

“I don’t think we as a council 
should be doing that with 
these sums of public money.” 


But independent Councillor 
Simon Ling, finance portfolio 
holder on the executive panel 
that decided to launch the ap¬ 
peal, said if the council wins 
the appeal then total costs 
would be reduced to about 
£30,000 - but if it loses, then 
costs could rise to the region 
of £220,000. 

Coun Ling rejected Coun 
Preedy’s claims that the legal 
case was “weak” and quoted 
the Court of Appeal judge 
who granted permission to 
appeal, saying their grounds 
had a “real prospect of suc¬ 
cess”. 

He said: “It seems to me the 
best way of saving our money 
is to continue our action. It is 


affordable because of the 
good management of this 
council’s finances. 

“We should defend the deci¬ 
sion of our development con¬ 
trol committee, as we always 
do.” 

Councillor Margaret Cook¬ 
sey said information on the 
decision to mount the appeal 
was initially kept from the 
rest of the council and their 
questions were not answered 
at a committee meeting. 

But the leader of the coun¬ 
cil, independent Councillor 
Chris Townsend, said every¬ 
thing related to the legal ap¬ 
peal had been “clearly and 
unequivocally” posted on an 
intranet for councillors. 


Fruit machine 
cash thefts 
may be linked 

Burglars smashed fruit machines 
and stole about £1,400 during a pub 
break-in. 

The thieves smashed a window in 
the fire exit door and forced entry at 
the Woodman, in Barnett Wood 
Lane, Ashtead, in the early hours of 
November 8. 

After causing damage at the pub, 
the burglars escaped with the cash 
from the fruit machines at about 
4am. 

Mole Valley neighbourhood 
Sergeant John Pearson said: “We 
have CCTV footage that needs check¬ 
ing. If anybody knows anything they 
should definitely come forward.” 

Four days later, at about 6.20am on 
Tuesday, burglars also stole money 
from a fruit machine that was stolen 
from the Limes Public House, in Al- 
bury Road, Merstham. 

Investigating officer PC Helen 
Simon said: “At this stage in the in¬ 
vestigation we are keeping an open 
mind as to whether the two inci¬ 
dents are linked, but we do believe 
the machines are targeted for the 
high amount of money they can con¬ 
tain and I would appeal to anyone 
who has information on who is 
responsible to contact us with 
information.”

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Renewed fox-cull call 
as car brakes chewed

Foxes with a taste for rubber have 
repeatedly chewed through the ca¬ 
bles on a taxi, sparking a renewed 
call for a cull. 

The taxi driver, who lives in 
Ardrossan Gardens, Worcester 
Park, said foxes have attacked his 
cables on four occassions and are 
so bold one even sauntered into his 
back room while his wife was read¬ 
ing a magazine. 

Two years ago a neighbour who 
lives just in the same road had the 
brake lines on her car gnawed 
through twice and called for a cull. 

Foxes are known to be attracted 
to rubber and it is not uncommon 
for them to bite car cables, which 
can cause accidents as well as forc¬ 
ing drivers to spend money replac¬ 
ing the damaged parts. 

On Monday last week the taxi 
driver, who did not want to be 
named, found the cable of his vehi¬ 
cle’s anti-lock braking system 
(ABS), which prevents skidding 
and improves control by sensing 
overbraking, had been attacked. 

The previous week he discovered 
the ABS cables on the taxi had 
been chewed through. 

And in September three cables, 
linked to the ABS, speedometer 
and taximeter, were also attacked.

He said: “There are so many 
foxes around and it’s got to be an 
animal with a strong bite. If I had 
not noticed what was going on, my 
passengers as well as myself 
would have been put in danger as 
well as any other road users. 

“I think culling is probably the 
best idea.” 

He said a fox walked into their 
back room about 18 months ago. 

He said: “On a lovely summer 
evening and the French windows 
being open, my wife was looking at 
some magazines in the back room, 
when she felt a presence and on 
looking up saw a fox about 3ft 


away. She grabbed a shoe and 
threw it at the fox, which at first 
took no notice but then slowly 
walked back into the garden.” 

In 2011, Erica Kirkpatrick, 54, 
who also lives in Ardrossan Gar¬ 
dens, called for foxes to be culled 
after finding a puddle of brake 
fluid under her car. 

A few weeks later she once again 
spotted teeth marks and decided 
the only way to ensure her safety 
was to fit metal brake lines. 

In 2009, a fox bit through a Mor- 
den cabbie’s brake cable. Adam 
Sparkes alerted police after discov¬ 
ering the damage to his car.

Duo are cleared of 
hospital gas ‘leak’

Twelve pints of beer, a van full 
of asbestos and a shortage of 
toilets led to two men being 
charged with attempting to 
rob a hospital, a court heard. 

Timothy Phelps, 36, of Finch 
Close, Luton, and Raymond 
Sear, 46, of Church Road, Dun¬ 
stable, appeared at South-East 
Surrey Magistrates’ Court, 
charged with attempting to 
steal gas canisters filled with 
Entonox, a medical anaesthet¬ 
ic, at Epsom Hospital on the 
evening of March 19. 

The men, a builder and out- 
of-work farmer, were spotted 
by security guards near the 
loading bay where the gas can- 
nisters are kept. 

When the guards checked 
the padlock to the gas store, it 
had been cut. They called po¬ 
lice, who tracked down the 
men’s van 20 minutes later in 
Dorking, where the pair were 
stopped and arrested. 

Boltcutters were found in the 
asbestos-filled van. 

Mr Sear told magistrates: 
“Mr Phelps called and said ‘Do 
you fancy a ride out - I’m going 
to look for bits and bobs’.”

But, despite Mr Sear being 
under the drink-drive alcohol 
limit when arrested, the men 
insisted that they only ended 
up in the car park because 
they had had so much to drink 
they were desperate for a place 
to relieve themselves. 

Mr Sear said the pair origi¬ 
nally drove to Cobham, where 
Mr Phelps was working at the 
time, and picked up some 
asbestos. 

Mr Sear said he drank three 
lagers in the van on top of the 
nine he had already con¬ 
sumed, and that the duo made 
numerous comfort stops. 

Mr Phelps told the court that 
he thought the pair could stop 
off at a few Epsom pubs on 
their way back from Cobham 
because he thought he might 
see some old friends. 


Mr Sear said the pair, who 
were tipsy, pulled into Epsom 
Hospital because he “just 
wanted to go” and he thought 
it was a factory site. 

He said: “If you drink 12 
pints of lager you want to keep 
peeing.” 

Denying the duo had any in¬ 
tention to steal the gas canis¬ 
ters, he said: “There was too 
much asbestos already in Mr 
Phelps’ van to get anything in 
it anyway. Plus, I couldn’t lift 
anything. I just went for the 
trip out and I’m in all this trou¬ 
ble now.” 

In her closing statement, Ali¬ 
son Woodall, defending, said 
no forensic tests had been 
done to prove a link between 
the men and the attempted 
burglary. 

She said: “The evidence put 
forward is deeply flawed and 
entirely circumstantial. There 
clearly is reasonable doubt.” 

Finding both defendants not 
guilty, chairman of the bench 
Trevor Wiles said: “The evi¬ 
dence in this case is circum¬ 
stantial. The bench cannot be 
sure of the conclusion that the 
defendants damaged the pad¬ 
lock and they were therefore 
attempting to burgle.” 


Nescot announces development u-turn 


Plans to house 600 students 
as part of a huge develop¬ 
ment in the heart of Ewell 
have been dropped following 
fierce opposition from 
residents. 

North-East Surrey College 
of Technology (Nescot) un¬ 
veiled plans in July to build 
student accommodation and 
houses on a college site used 
to care for farm animals in 
Reigate Road. 

But, in a dramatic U-turn, 
the college has now decided 
to ditch the student element 
and build 94 homes instead 
of 79. 

Plans for a retirement vil¬ 
lage with 120 units, covering 
about four acres of the 14- 
acre site, remain unchanged 
and drivers will still have to 


use a single entry and exit 
on Reigate Road. 

The Goodman Group has 
entered into a partnership 
with the college in order to 
build and manage the retire¬ 
ment village where Nescot 
students can undertake in- 
house training. 

Barry Wastnidge, assis¬ 
tant principal at Nescot, 
said the college took on 
board feedback from resi¬ 
dents and is moving forward 
with the “most appropriate” 
use for the site. 

Mr Wastnidge said: “We 
believe that we have come to 
the best possible solution to 
raise the funds while ad¬ 
dressing a pressing need in 
our borough for both good 
quality elderly care and 


homes for families. 

“We have done our best to 
bring the development to an 
acceptable mix of uses, thus 
improving the financial sta¬ 
bility for the college.” 

Nescot is under pressure 
to push ahead with the de¬ 
velopment in order to fund 
renovations to its academic 
campus. 

It has secured a Govern¬ 
ment grant for part of the 
renovations on the condi¬ 
tion that all improvement 
works are completed by 
September 2015. 

Mr Wastnidge said: “It is 
very important that we raise 
the money to complete the 
significant improvement 
works to the academic cam¬ 
pus and this upgrade to our 


facilities will enable us to 
compete against other col¬ 
leges in the area.” 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge said: “Fair play to 
them. I think they have 
shown every desire to come 
up with something that is 
more acceptable to people 
who live in the area.” 

The college hopes to sub¬ 
mit planning applications 
for the retirement village 
and homes in January. 

There is a public exhibi¬ 
tion on the plans at Nescot, 
in Reigate Road, between 
Monday, December 2, and 
Thursday, December 12. 

It will be open between 
10am and 8pm from Monday 
to Thursday and 10am and 
5pm on the Friday.

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‘Not allowed day off school 
to see dying grandmother’ 



A schoolgirl from Banstead 
has been told she cannot take 
a day off school to see her 
grandmother for what could 
be the last time. 

Rhiannon Reice’s gran lives 
in Ireland and has suffered a 
series of illnesses and plans to 
visit the UK later this month 
to say goodbye to relatives and 
friends as she fears she is 
dying. 

Rhiannon’s mum contacted 
her school, Greenshaw High 
School in Sutton, to ask if she 
could take the day off school 
only to be told it would count 
as an unauthorised absence. 

The school’s headteacher 
Will Smith has defended the 
decision and said he had not 
been made aware of the sever¬ 
ity of Rhiannon’s gran’s 
illness. 

Mr Reice, who lives with 
Rhiannon, said: “We were told 
it would count as an unautho¬ 
rised absence and that if it 
happened again we would get 
a fixed penalty fine. 

“Rhiannon is doing her 
GCSEs and we know it is 
important, but her attendance 
record is good and I 
just thought something like 
this could count as

extenuating circumstances. 

“I was shocked that they 
have taken this stance. 

“Rhiannon hasn’t seen her 
gran for a number of years.

“It’s so sad, but I think it 
will be a surprise if she’s 
around this time next year.”

Gym forced to close

no longer financially viable 
and is closing next month. 

The gym will close on De¬ 
cember 20, after being based 
at the centre for seven years. 

In August, the Epsom 
Downs Integrated Care Ser¬ 
vices (Edics) newly-renovat¬ 
ed clinic at the centre closed 
after the company went into 
administration. 

A spokesman for Virgin 
Active said: “Virgin Active 
reached the conclusion it is 
no longer financially viable 
to operate in this location. 

“As part of our ordinary 
course of business, we con¬ 
tinually review our club 
portfolio to ensure we re¬ 
main highly competitive 
and best position ourselves 
to support the long-term 
growth of the business. 

“As a result, we have taken 
the difficult decision to 
close the Virgin Active club 
in Epsom. 


“Members of the club are 
able to transfer their mem¬ 
bership to any of the local 
Virgin Active clubs, and we 
are working with our staff 
to identify opportunities to 
stay with the business. 

“We are continuing to in¬ 
vest significantly in our ex¬ 
isting clubs to ensure 
members continue to re¬ 
ceive the kind of experience 
they expect from Virgin 
Active.” 

When asked why it was no 
longer “financially viable” 
to operate the gym in 
Epsom, the spokesman did 
not comment. 

But gym enthusiasts are 
being offered free member¬ 
ship of Epsom’s Rainbow 
Centre gym instead. 

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said: “Following 
the news of Virgin Active’s 
demise in Epsom, the Rain¬ 
bow Centre is offering cur¬ 
rent Virgin Active members 
no joining fee and a free 
taster of the spa.”

‘Delicate balance’ for 
sports and care home

Residents have raised concerns 
over plans to build sheltered hous¬ 
ing with 24-hour care on part of 
playing fields in Ewell. 

Despite worries over traffic and 
loss of sports facilities, attendees 
at a public meeting this month 
also recognised the need for elder¬ 
ly accommodation. 

Non-profit organisation Non¬ 
such Abbeyfield wants to create a 
60-unit development on 2.5 acres of 
the 11-acre playing fields in Old 
Schools Lane and revamp the re¬ 
maining site. 

Chairman Graham Walker said: 
“We will definitely listen. There’s 
two major issues, one is around 
the traffic around Old Schools 
Lane. 

“We are very keen to look at that 
and see what we can do to make 
more acceptable and positive to 
them and for ourselves. The other 
major issue was concerns around 
loss of sports facilities. 

“We believe we do have positive 
answers to all of that and planned 
improvements to sport fields that 
will mean it is in a better condition 
for the community. We will now 
make some changes to what we 
have planned.”

at Nonsuch Abbeyfield, said about 
30 people came to drop-in sessions 
and about 40 attended a presenta¬ 
tion at Bourne Hall on November 
6 . 

Ms Angus said: “It was a con¬ 
structive conversation. There was 
a reasonable balance. People can 
understand there’s a need for such 
accommodation locally, but as 
with any site there are always pros 
and cons.” 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge, 
who attended the meeting, said: 


“It’s a delicate balance. There’s no 
debate that in Epsom and Ewell 
there’s an increasing number of 
elderly people. 

“We are all living longer and we 
need suitable accommodation for 
us as we reach a certain age. On 
the other hand we are not over en¬ 
dowed with good quality sports 
facilities.” 

Coun Woodbridge said people 
had concerns about losing some of 
the pitches and the creation of 
traffic on the single access road. 

But he said: “It’s been a well- 
thought-out scheme that tries to 
offset the loss of part of the play¬ 
ing fields by improving and en¬ 
hancing the playing fields that 
remain. 

“They showed every sign they 
would take on board the concerns 
and come back with a modified 
scheme.” 

The proposed £13m development 
includes sheltered accommoda¬ 
tion with care on site, with com¬ 
munal dining and recreation 
areas. 

At the same time it would sort 
out the drainage and subsidence 
problems on the playing fields and 
replace the current pavilion. 

The company intends to submit 
plans for the development to the 
council within the next three 
months.

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Success by the book

A writer who was inspired to pen 
two novels after walking her dogs 
on Epsom Downs has landed a 
publishing deal with the company 
behind international bestseller 
The Girl With the Dragon Tattoo. 

Natalie Meg Evans, 52, will re¬ 
lease two historical romances 
with Quercus Books, the publish¬ 
ers of Stieg Larsson’s Sweden-set 
mystery, and said her success is 
down to the many hours she 
spent walking her dogs in 
Epsom’s beautiful countryside. 

The first novel, The Dress Thief, 
will hit the shelves next June. Set 
in Paris in the 1930s, it centres 
around Alix, a young woman des¬ 
perate to make it in the world of 
couture fashion, who resorts to 
stealing designs to make extra 
money. 

The second book, The Collabo¬ 
rator, to be released in 2015, will 
be set in wartime Paris and will 
feature Epsom Downs and the 
1937 Epsom Derby. The world-fa¬ 
mous flat race was won by rank 
outsider Midday-sun that year, 
who came in at odds of about 
100-1. The book will launch on 
Derby Day, which will see the 
main character Cora risk every 
penny she has on this unlikely 
horse - with life-changing 
consequences. 

Mrs Evans, who lived in Epsom 
Downs for 15 years until 2007 be¬ 
fore moving to East Anglia six 
years ago, said she first conceived

the plot of The Dress Thief while 
walking on Epsom Downs and 
Headley Heath. 

She said: “I had two big dogs 
and we used to walk for miles. 
Those hours with just dogs for 
company gave me time to wrestle 
with a multi-layered plot and a 
big dilemma. 

“I wanted to write about fash¬ 
ion, but from a unique angle. I 
wanted to make my central char¬ 
acter a thief. This was a moral 
quandary, but I followed my gut 
instinct. The book reveals the 
pressures that make my heroine, 
Alix, follow a course she later 


bitterly regrets.” 

The writer would even practice 
her characters’ dialogue as she 
walked. 

She added: “I’d bump into fel¬ 
low-walkers while I was having 
an ‘argument’ between my villain 
and my heroine and quickly pre¬ 
tend I was calling to the dogs.” 

Mrs Evans said she has been 
writing since childhood and 
penned her first novel aged 22 - 
which she threw into the recy¬ 
cling bin because it was “pretty 
awful”. 

She has worked in public rela¬ 
tions as a freelance copywriter 
and supported her husband’s en¬ 
gineering business as a bookkeep¬ 
er, but is now a full-time writer. 

But Mrs Evans finally achieved 
recognition for her writing after 
winning the Harry Bowling Fic¬ 
tion Prize in 2013, which was in¬ 
stituted in memory of the writer 
of Tuppence to Tooley Street and 
The Girl From Cotton Lane and 
secured her an agent. 

Her two-book deal is worth 
£25,000 and she said it has already 
netted her £50,000 before publica¬ 
tion, with Spanish, German and 
Italian publishers having 
snatched up the rights to The 
Dress Thief. 

The author added: “Success is a 
wonderful feeling but only I know 
how long it has taken to get to this 
point. 

“Those walks on Epsom Downs 
- and the dogs who accompanied 
me - were a key part of the 
journey.”

A school is building new class¬ 
rooms at its site in Epsom as well 
as helping a charity build schools 
in Sierra Leone. 

Kingswood House School, in 
West Hill, Epsom, opened its new 
junior school building this month 
and aims to finish building pre- 
prep and humanities classrooms 
by April. 

The independent preparatory 
school has spent well over £lm on 
the classrooms, up-to-date equip¬ 
ment and furniture. It is now 
starting a fundraising drive to 
build a new sports hall and swim¬ 
ming pool. 

Meanwhile, one of the school’s 
charities for this year, the Lungi 
Sierra Leone Charity, is raising 
funds to build a primary school 
and a pre-school in Sierra Leone. 

Kingswood House is donating 
books, chairs, tables and comput¬ 
er equipment to the charity. 

Back in Epsom the new junior 
school building has six class¬ 
rooms, the pre-prep building will 
have four classrooms and the hu¬ 
manities department will have 
two classrooms. 

Headmaster Peter Brooks said: 
“It has been a fantastic project so 
far and the children have loved 


watching our huts being demol¬ 
ished and a brand new junior 
school taking pride of place. 

“This development programme 
will ensure that all areas of the 
school can offer a first-class physi¬ 
cal environment for learning and 
will give all our children the 
chance to develop further educa¬ 
tionally, creatively and physically.” 

Chairman of governors Rob 
Austen said: “We are delighted 
with the progress of our develop¬ 
ment and it is a very exciting time 
for us all. 

“The new junior school is a per¬ 
fect addition to the site and we are 
all looking forward to the next 
buildings being completed next 
year.” 


Besides the Lungi Sierra Leone 
Charity, Kingswood House is also 
supporting Good Shepherd Homes 
working in India, the Lunchbowl 
Network in Nairobi and Meru 
based in West Hill this year. 

Lungi Sierra Leone Charity’s 
chairman, Melanie Evans, said: 
“The teachers and the children in 
Lungi think you are all wonderful 
for helping them so much. We 
can’t thank you enough for your 
support.” 

Mr Brooks said: “Our pupils are 
really committed to help children 
and their families both in the UK 
and around the world. We have al¬ 
ways supported a number of 
charities and we just hope we are 
helping to make a difference.”

A diehard Richard III follower 
has a bone to pick with Chris 
Grayling after he said the final 
place of rest for the king’s re¬ 
mains should be decided by aca¬ 
demics in Leicester. 

Carol Fellingham-Webb, 48, 
grew up in Landsdowne Road, 
West Ewell, where her parents 
still live, but relocated to Keigh¬ 
ley, Yorkshire, 20 years ago. 

The archaeology graduate, who 
is writing a children’s book on 
King Richard III, The Order of 
the White Boar, believes the re¬ 
cently discovered remains of the 
king, who died in 1485, should be 
laid to rest in York - in accor¬ 
dance with his wishes. 

His skeleton was discovered un¬ 
derneath a car park in Leicester 
in February 2012 in an archaeo¬ 
logical dig led by the Looking for 
Richard project. 

Prior to the discovery, an agree¬ 
ment was made between the pro¬ 
ject’s team and the University of 
Leicester, which provided some 
funding for the excavation, that if 
the controversial king’s remains 
were found, the university would 
decide what happened to them. 

Justice Secretary Chris 
Grayling gave the university a li¬ 
cense to excavate with the same 
conditions. 

Responding to criticism of the 
decision, he said: “The decision 
about the burial is in accordance 
with the agreement made with 


the University of Leicester and 
it’s their decision. We should 
stick to the terms of such an 
agreement.” 

He added that, if people were 
unhappy about the proposals for 
where the remains should be 
buried, they should take up the 
matter with the University of 
Leicester. 

But Ms Fellingham-Webb, who 
has been a member of the 
Richard III Society for 30 years, 
said she “absolutely disagrees” 
with Mr Grayling and that Leices¬ 
ter’s claim on the king’s bones 
has been driven by its desire to 
generate tourism. 

The Richardian said: “York is 
the most appropriate place. He 
lived a great part of his life there, 
it was his major stronghold. 

“His only connection to Leices¬ 
ter is he died a few miles away in 
Bosworth. It seems wrong to me 
and many people.” 

The Plantagenet Alliance, a 


group of Richard Ill’s distant rel¬ 
atives, are taking the matter to ju¬ 
dicial review to fight for the 
remains to be interred at York 
Minister, rather than Leicester 
Cathedral. 

Ms Fellingham-Webb said: “A 
lot of people feel the Looking for 
Richard project had no right to 
give permission to the University 
of Leicester. His remains do not 
belong to anyone.” 

She added: “I absolutely dis¬ 
agree with Mr Grayling. He has 
underestimated the public feeling 
around this. 

“History is written by the vic¬ 
tors. What is said about Richard 
is a tissue of lies. People still fol¬ 
low the Thomas More and Shake¬ 
speare versions of Richard. 

“Since the bones were found it’s 
been shown that he didn’t have a 
hunchback or a withered arm, 
but still, we have shoddy journal¬ 
ism, referring to him as the 
hunchbacked king.”

Househunter numbers soar 

Couples lead 
sales march 


October saw a big rise in the 
number of people looking to buy 
a home. 

That’s according to the 
National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA) which has just 
issued its report for the month 
showing that there was a 25 per 
cent increase in the number of 
househunters looking to buy. 

The report also shows that 
couples bought nine out of 10 
properties sold, with only six per 
cent being sold to individuals. 

Jan Hytch, NAEA president, 
said: “The overall housing 
market is showing marked signs 
of improvement compared to 
previous years and sales have 
remained strong in October. 

“Competitive mortgages have 
played an important part in the 
recovery but I will watch the first 
time buyer numbers with 
considerable interest in the

coming months to see if the 
decline reported by our members 
is addressed by the take up of 
Help to Buy. 

“The significant number of 
house hunters entering the 
market in October actively 
looking for property means there 
is a lot more competition across 
the board, especially for the best 
properties. 

“The drop in supply of 
properties will only exaggerate 
competition further so for the 
best chance to secure the home 
you want buyers should have all 
their paperwork in order. 

“This will show agents that you 
are a serious buyer and should 
speed up the overall process.” 

Despite this influx of house 


hunters, first time buyer (FTB) 
figures dropped, from 25 per cent 
in September to 24 per cent in 
October, making this the second 
month in a row in which agents 
saw fewer FTBs. 

There was also a sharp drop in 
properties available for sale this 
month, falling from an average of 
57 per branch in September to an 
average of 53 per branch in 
October - a drop of seven per 
cent. 

Sales remained strong with 
NAEA member agents reporting 
an increase in completions, up 
from an average of nine per 
branch in September to 10 in 
October. 

The most popular group 
purchasing property in October 
was the 31 to 40 year olds. They 
led the way making up 43 per 
cent of home buyers, followed 
closely by 41 to 55 year olds.
